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In  Germany  the  rarioos  governments 
own  and  manage,  in  a  conservative 
spirit,  about  one-third  of  the  feres* 
area,  and  they  also  control  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  another  sixth,  which  belongs  to 
Tillages,  cities  and  public  institutions, 

In  so  far  as  these  communities  are 
obliged  to  employ  expert  foresters  and 
must  submit  their  working  plans  to  the 
government  for  approval,  thus  prevent¬ 
ing  improvident  and  wasteful  methods. 

The  other  half  of  the  forest  property, 
in  the  hands  of  private  owners,  is  man¬ 
aged  mostly  without  interference,  al¬ 
though  upon  methods  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  government,  and  by 
trained  foresters,  who  receive  their  edu¬ 
cation  in  one  of  the  eight  higher  and  sev¬ 
eral  lower  schools  of  forestry  which  the 
various  governments  have  established. 

The  several  states  differ  in  their  laws 
regarding  forest  property.  Of  *hp  pri¬ 
vate  forests  70  per  cent  are  without  any 
oontcol  whatever,  w^le  80  per  cent  are 
subject  to  supervision,  so  far  as  clearing 
and  devastation  are  ooncerneiL 

The  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  has  been  rather  toward  person 
sire  measures.  Thus  in  addition  to  buy¬ 
ing  up  or  acquiring  by  exchange  and  re¬ 
foresting  waste  lands  some  300,000 
acres  have  been  so  reforested  during  the 
85  years — the  government  gives  as¬ 
sistance  to  private  owners  in  reforesting 
their  waste  land.  Daring  the  last  10 
years  $800,000  was  granted  in  this  way. 

In  Austria,  by  a  law  adopted  in  1853, 
not  only  are  the  state  furewte— > compris¬ 
ing  1*—  than  80  per  cent  of  the  total 
forest  area — rationally  managed,  and 
the  management  of  the  communal  for¬ 
ests — nearly  40  per  cent— officially  su¬ 
pervised,  but  private  owners — holding 
about  33  per  cent — are  prevented  from 
devastating  their  force t  property  to  the 
detriment  of  adjoinexu  Xo  clearing  for 
agricultural  use  can  be  made  without 
the  oonsent  of  the  district  authorities, 
from  which,  however,  an  appeal  to  a 
dvil  judge  is  possible,  who  adjusts  the 
conflict  of  interests. 

Any  cleared  or  cut  forest  must  be  re¬ 
planted  or  reeee<led  within  flvo  yearn. 

On  sandy  soils  and  mountain  sides  clear¬ 
ing  is  forbidden,  and  only  culling  of  the 
ripe  timber  is  allow  -L

been,  jealously  upheld,  a  complete  reac¬ 
tion  set  in  some  15  years  agt\  which  tod 
to  the  law  of  1880,  giving  the  state’ con¬ 
trol  of  private  forest  property  as  in  Aus¬ 
tria. 

tTnder  a  law  adopted  in  Italy  in  1888 
the  department  of  agriculture,  in  co-op¬ 
eration  with  the  department  of  public 
and  in  consultation  with  the  for- 
committee  of  the  province  and  the 
Owners,  is  to  designate  the 
territory  which  for  public  rvasuus  must 
be  reforested  under  govcrtmtoatal  con¬ 
trol. 

The  owners  may  associate  themselves 
for  the  purpose  of  reforestation  and  for 
the  purpose  may  then  borrow  money  at

foreststiua  upon  condition  that 
is  done  according  to  its  plans  and  wv 
the  time  specified  by  the  government. 

In  Russia  until  lately  liberty  to  cut, 
burn,  destroy  and  devastate  was  unre¬ 
stricted,  but  in  1888  a  comprehensive 
and  well  comd derod  law  cut  off,  so  far 
sa  this  can  be  doue  on  paper,  this  liberty 
of  vandalism.  For  autocratic  Russia 
this  law  is  rather  timid  and  is  in  the  na¬ 
ture  of  a  compromise  between  commu¬ 
nal  and  private  interests,  in  which  much 
if  not  all  depends  on  the  good  will  of 
the  private  owner. 

▲  federal  law  was  adopted  in  Switzer¬ 
land  in  1876  which  gives  the  federation 
over  the  furcate  of  th«wn<>outaiu 
embracing  eight  entire  cantons 
of  seven  others,  or  over  1,000, 

000  acres  of  ferret.  The  federation  itself 
does  no*  own  any  forest  land,  and  the 
eantons  hardly  100,000  acres,  somewhat 
over  4  per  cent  of  the  ferret  area,  two- 
thirds  of  which  is  held  in  commtAia) 
ownership  and  the  res*  by  private  own- 
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The  federal  authorities  hare  supervi¬ 
sion  over  all  cantonal,  communal  and 
private  ferrets,  so  far  as  they  are  “pro¬ 
to*  ’five  forests,  “  but  the  execution  of  the 
law  rests  with  the  cantonal  authorities 
under  the  inspection  of  federal  officers. 

In  France  nqt  only  does  the  state  man¬ 
age  its  own  forest  property,  one-ninth 
of  the  forest  area,  in  approved  manner, 
and  supervise  the  management  of  for- 
arts  belonging  to  communities  and  other 
public  institutions,  double  the  area  of 
state  forests,  in  a  manner  similar  to  the 
regulation  of  forests  in  Oermany,  but  it 
extends  its  control  over  the  large  area  of 
private  forests  by  forbidding  any  clear¬ 
ing  except  with  the  consent  of  t,he  forest 
administration. — Century  Magazine.

This  iotroduetloe  W  himself  to  the 
ohlef  captain  of  the  Roman  oohort  at 
Jerusalem  shows  that  Paul  loved  the 
city  In  which  he  had  been  brought  up, 
and  that  he  possessed  one  of  th*  first 
and  moat  essential  elements  which  go  to 
constitute  e  man  a  patriot  aad  n  good 
citizen.  Love  ef  one’s  country,  loyalty  to 
1U  best  Interests,  wllUngnee*  to  make 
aacriOoee  for  IU  welfare,  these  are  quail 
ties  which  go  to  ooastltute  a  man  a  citi¬ 
zen  In  the  truest  and  best  sense.  It 
takes  a  good  deal  more  then  either  birth 
In  a  certain  country  or  papers  of  aaturel 
I  Action  to  make  a  man  a  good  cltixea 
Neither  the  one  nor  the  other  will 
make  him  a  good  cltlxen  if  he  n 
his  citizenship  rights  aad  privileges 
serve  purely  selfish  ends.  A  tree  citi¬ 
zen  In  all  hto  scU  as  a  citizen  will  keep 
In  mind  the  Interests  aad  welfare  dKihe 
many,  la  feci  of  the  oatloa  at  large,  aad 
will  If  necessary  sacrifice  bis  own  personal 
Interests  to  the  ietaresU  of  the  oommunl 
ty.  Over  fifty  yea^agu  a  president  of  a  col 
lege  wrote  these  words :  “  Whea  analysed 
the  spirit  of  patriotism  consists  of  two 
elemsnU  the  love  of  country,  aad  a  will 
lagoess  to  employ  tbs  choicest  powers, 
physical.  Intellectual,  aad  morel.  In  ad 
vandng  IU  InUrest,  honor,  and  happi¬ 
ness.  " 

This, I  know, to  a  high  standard,  which 
Is  far  too  seldom  reached  in  these  days, 
-auS  ’because  It  to  so  seldom  reached  there 
Is  all  the  more  reason  why  atUntioo 
should  be  called  to  It  from  the  pulpit, 
aad  such  efforts  as  the  Essex  County 
Christian  Eodeavor  Union  to  putting 
forth  be  made  to  stir  up  a  spirit  of  true 
patriotism,  and  fill  men  with  noble  con 
captious  of  tbslr  rights  and  privileges  as 
citizens.  Though  I  have  always  held, 
snd  hold  still,  that  tbs  less  the  pulpit 
discusses  general  political  quaetloss  the 
better,  1  at  tbe  seme  time  feel  that  It  la 
perfectly  legitimate  and  right,  yea,  and 
necessary  for  sermons  to  he  preached 
whose  aim  shall  be  to  influence  men  to 
art  as  cltixeea  from  blgbeet  motives 
aad  according  to  highest  principle*  of 
morality  and  righteousness. 

Christ  said  of  the  Church,  “Ye  are  the 
salt  of  the  earth.”  an- 1  as  salt  to  oua  of 
natures  greatest  purifiers  and  preserver*, 
so  tbe  Church  should  by  ber  power  aad 
purity  never  cease  to  exert  a  purifying 
Influence  upon  Society,  ead  helppreeerve 
the  country  from  a  corrupt  use  of  the  pri¬ 
vilege#  of  citizenship  Indeed,  the  later- 
eeU  of  Christianity  itself  demand  that 
with  no  un  certain  sound  God's  servants 
should  fearlessly  point  out  the  perils  that 
threaten  to  destroy  tbe  rights  aad  privi¬ 
lege*  of  true  clUzeoeblp.  aed  should  et 
the  same  time  oall  attention  to  those 
moral  principles  which  should  govern 
all  meo  In  the  exen  lae  of  those  rights 
and  privileges.  We  desire  this  morning 
te  consider  some  things  which  ere  ne- 
oessary  to  good  oltlzeasbip.  It  will  be 
(oesible  to  oover  ail  the  subject,  but

plea  to  which  attention  should  be  called. 

First.  /  beketf  that  good  citmenehip  in 
vo free  the  passe— ins  of  high 
pie*.  I  do  not  say  that  an  Immoral 
cannot  love  hto  oouotry,  or  oaaaot  pos¬ 
sess  a  certain  amount  of  loyalty  to  IU 
material  Interests.  He  may.  But  I  do 
say  that  aa  Immoral  mas  lack*  Lh*t  bal¬ 
ance  and  sensitiveness  of 
which  are  so  essentia!  to 
to  do  as  be  ought  an  a 

clUxen.  An  Immoral  man  to  not 
under  the  restraint  that  a  morel,  godly 
man  to.  He  to  not  under  tbe  restrain¬ 
ing  Influence  of  oooscleece  aad  right¬ 
eous  principles.  He  cea  be  bribed  or 
cajoled  or  flattered  Into  a  ooarte  of 
action  oootrary  to  the  best  Interest*  of 
the  8UU  or  oommenlty.  of 

using  hto  rigbU  and  privileges  a*  a  citi¬ 
zen  for  tne  general  good,  he  has  no  con¬ 
science  about  making  those  rlghU  and 
privileges  serve  kls  own  selfish  ends; 
and  when  that  to  the  case,  yes  have  a 
development  of  Me  Kanes  and  Suther¬ 
lands,  ead  Temmanyitee,  and  such  like. 

There  are  some  whom  I  hold  cannot 
be  citizens;  the  very  business  la  which 
they  are  engaged  makes  It  impossible. 
No  maa  who  to  engaged  In  the  rum  buel- 
I  care  not  who  he  to.  can  he  agood 
citizen.  Good  citizenship  aad  beeroell- 
Inq  are  an  anomaly.  No  maa  to  a  good 
eltlzen  who  never  exercises  hto  rlghU 
and  privileges  as  a  cltlxen  on  th*  side  of 
good  govoramoat.  And  the  fact  to  that 
th*  whole  army  of  men  engaged  ia  the 
Uquor  traffic  sever  think  of  exerting  their 
rlghU  aad  privileges  la  the  tatareet  of 
orality  or  good  government.  They, 
care  not  for  the  general  good  of  the 
BUU  or  the  nation ;  they  throw  their  an- 
-ire  Influence  on  the  aide  of  p«— "ft*1  In- 
sreet  aad  aggrandisement,  aad  they 
have  no  acre  plea  whaUver  a*  to  the 
methods  by  whloh  they  —we  their 
•elfish  alms.  To  them  the  ‘et treats  of 
the  rum  business  are  supreme. 

In  the  Dominion  of  Canada  the  Gov- 


•  rumen t  has  In  a  met 
the  fact  that  a  man  who 
rum  business  disqualifies  I 
the  full  rlghU  of  citizenship 
that  such  a  maa  cannot  bold^  re  muni¬ 
cipal  office.  That  to,  no.  ef  lood-hfeper. 
or  dealer  in  rum  can  b*  Mayor  or  Aider- 
maa  of  auy  city,  or  be  el*  ted  to  any 
office  lu  t.b*  government  of  cltiea,  towns, 
or  rlllisges.  Tbe  reason  for  this  to  evi¬ 
dent.  By  tbe  licence  f»y*Um  the  Uquor 
business  and  Govern meut  of  cltic*.  and 
towns  are  so  connected  that  men  in  office 
having  a  personal  Interest  In  that  bunl- 
n#**  might  use  their  office  for  tU  bene¬ 
fit.  This  tbe  govern  men  t  pruhlblU.  It 
woeld  be  s  good  thing  If  such  a  law  ex 
toted  In  every  SUte  In  the  Union. 

Aaottier  thing.  No  man  whose  reli¬ 
gious  beliefs  bind  him  In  allegiance  first 
and  foremost  and  forever  U  the  dioUUs 
of  the  priest,  bishop,  or  pope  can  be  a 
good  citizen  in  this  or  any  other  country. 
Roman  Catholics  are  bound  under  the 
awful  fear  of  excommunication  from  tbe 
rites  of  tbe  Church  to  exercise  their 
rlghU  as  citizens  as  they  are  dlreoUd 
aad  bidden  by  tbe  hierarchy.  Aad  they 
do  thus  act  no  matUr  what  the  conse¬ 
quences  to  tbe  oouotry,  or  evep  to  tbe 
political  party  to  which  by  personal  pre¬ 
ference  they  are  allied.  It  to  known  as 
n  fast  that  can  be  abundantly  proved, 
that  Irish  Republicans  were  forced  In 
tne  last  Presidential  election  by  their 
priests  to  vote  for  Cleveland,  although 
they  preferred  to  vote  for  Harrison,  tha 
reason  bring  that  General  Morgan,  who 
waa  President  Harrison's  Commissioner 
of  lad  Inn  Affslrs,  would  not  allow  himself 
to  be  tbe  tool  of  tbe  Roman  Chthollcs 
la  securing  large  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  thrir  sectarian  schools  among 
tbe  Indians.  I  call  attention  to  this 
only  to  IlluslraU  what  I  am  trying  to 
set  forth,  namely,  that  so  man  esu  be  a 
good  citizen  who  exercises  bis  rights  as 
a  clll/cu  for  ssillah  purposes,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  religious  sectarian 
dlzemeut.

ship  In  heaven.  Is  above  all  beet  quali¬ 
fied  U*  exercise  all  tbe  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  earthly  citizenship;  and  being 
thus  qualified,  he  undoubtedly  ought  to 
take  b'*  piece  as  a  cltixea. 

8ee«.n  d.  Good  ctUzen*hip  undoubtedly 
imeolrr  *  o  l*rurUcul  mtrreet  in  public  ttfaire. 
He  wbo  baa  uo  corn-era  for  the  tem¬ 
poral  or  moral  well-being  of  bis  fellow- 
citizen*,  who  takes  uo  Interest  In  those 
novem cult  In  the  state* pr  nation  which 
affect  toe  welfare  of  thousand#,  or  wbo 
never  doe*  anything  to  secure  good 
govsnunent  I*!  tbe  country,  should  hard¬ 
ly  be  <  tossed  as  a  good  citizen.  It  to 
undoubtedly  tbe  iudlfference  aad  Inac¬ 
tivity  of  a  large  number  of  the  Christ  l»n 
men  In  this  country  which  accounts  for 
the  ezielence  of  masy  of  the  enoruiou* 
evils  with  which  this  country  to  burden 
ed.  For  If  those  whose  convictions  and 
sympathies  are  on  the  side  of  morality 
would  be  true  to  their  convictions,  and 
would  unitedly  act  In  accordance  there¬ 
with.  aiaoy  of  these  evils,  as  was  recent¬ 
ly  shown  In  thl*  State,  could  be  over¬ 
thrown  and  destroyed.  For  If  the  Chris¬ 
tina  people  would  unite,  as  they  ought 
to  uoltv.  to  overthrow  the  ealoon,  and 
sweep  from  this  land  that  greatest 
enemy  to  the  welfare  and  proe;>erlty  of 
the  oouotry.  It  could  be  done.  Wliea 
moral  principles  govern  tbe  actions  of 
citizens  more  than  mere  party  allegiun.  e, 
the  saloon  will  have  to  go.  Good  citi¬ 
zenship  makes  a  virtuous  nation.  What 
this  country  needs  more  than  anything 
to  n  mighty  host  of  true,  honest  citizens, 
who  will  take  an  earnest,  active  inu-i  »»t 
la  th#  affairs  of  the  nation. 

But  our  subject  is  temperance  and 
citizenship.  From  what  has  al¬ 
ready  been  said  It  Is  clear  that  these  two 
go  together.  Good  citizenship  Involves 
opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic,  and  op¬ 
position  to  the  liquor  traffic  involves 
total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  Intoxl- 
ontlng  drink.  No  man  can  effectually 
oppose  tbe  liquor  traffic  on  the  one  hund 
who  on  the  other  band  supports  It  by  hto 
own  patronage.  A  moderate  drinker 
who  he  can  take  It  or  leave  tt  alone, 
but  who  never  does  leave  It  alone,  but 
goes  right  on  taking  It,  to  worse  than  the 
poor  hqlplese  drunkard,  who  to  a  Mare 
to  the  terrible  appetite.  Every  Cbrto- 
tlan  ought  to  be  a  total  abstainer.  God’s 
word  teaches  that  “  It  to  good  eelther  to 
eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  anything 
whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  to 
offended,  or  to  made  weak."  A  beer- 
drinker  can  never  Uve  a  consecrated 
Christian  life.  A  professing  Christian 
who  drinks  Injures  himself  In  body  and 
eoal,  causes  others  to  stumble,  tup- 
porta  the  moat  iniquitous  business  that 


has  ever  cursed  this  earth,  brings 
reproach  upon  the  oauae  of  Christ,  and 
dishonors  tbe  name  of  the  Saviour  wbo 
died  on  tbe  cross  to  save  him.  Away  In 
Africa,  In  a  newly  organized  Zulu  church, 
a  by-law  was  adopted  which  reads,  “No 
member  shall  be  permitted  to  drink  the 
white  man's  grog."  It  would  be  a  good 
thing  if  similar  by-laws  existed  in  every 
ehurcb  to  Christendom,  and  were  strictly 
enforced.  Tbe  church  would  be  purer, 
and  being  purer  her  power  for  good 
would  be  greater,  and  Ood  would  make 
her  more  than  ever  a  bleeslug  to  the 
world. 

We  should  not  forget  that  we  can  en¬ 
joy  our  rights  and  privileges  as  earthly 
citizens  for  only  a  little  while.  Tbe 
main  thing  after  all  to  to  remember  that 
we  have  our  citizenship  in  heaven,  that 
loving  loyalty  to  tbe  Lord  Jesua  Christ 
should  dominate  all  our  life,  that  Hla 
claims  should  always  be  given  tbe  first 
recognition,  and  that  nothing  whatever 
should  be  allowed  to  lead  as  to  neglect 
or  set  aside  His  claims.  Bo  to-day  let  us 
yield  oureelvee  afresh  to  Christ,  that  we 
may  he  tiue  to  Him  at  all  times,  In  all 
things ;  then  ws  shall  be  tbe  beet  Chris¬ 
tians  and  the  best  citizens,  best  fitted  to 
fill  our  places  here  on  earth,  and  best 
fitted  to  enjoy  the  glories  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  forever.
